But the persevering integrity of our own 
judiciary had been before but little known; 
and the determination of our own minis- 
térial officers had not been measured. It 
in now demoustrated, if never belure, that 
in Great Salt Lake county at least, we 
have a judge whose brains comprehend 
the legal and constitutional rights of the 
citizens, and who hesitufes not to assert 
them; and that our sheriff hus not only 
a cool, clear head, but a brave and in- 
trepid heart. 

Armed with Hclelsiastical assurances, 
the recent criminals of our county attempt- 
ed to brave our officers at the very portals 
of the halls of justice.

To the law-abiding citizens of Utah it 
matters but little at present, that tho fe- 
lons they condemn are liberated under 
false assumptions and contrary to law. 
The indictments of their countrymen are 
written apon their characters, aud sealed 
hy their countrymen's verdict. The record 


of the catalogue is preserved, and is eter- 


nally indelible, 
Our courts will magnify the law. Our 
juries will honor their oaths. Our execu- 


upon them by a few reckless law-despising 
miscreants. The notorious thief, the con- 
vieted felon, the insolent law-breaker, 
till the just demands of the law are satis- 
fied, cannot dwell at large and in peace in 
Utah. The revolver ard bowie-knife have 
become stale materials, and haye lost their 
terrors. The vindication of right and 


peace, and luw and order, it is now de- 


termined upon, shall assert its supremacy. 
The gleaming dagger of the adventuring 
lassador, and the display of portable ma- 
guzines on swaggering hips, have lost 
their fearful glitter. Nor can the threats 
of superior judicial interference any long- 
er swerve the honest men of Utah from 
their path of duty, and the assertion of 
their rights. The twilight of that day has 
come, we trust, in which the idler and 
vagrant have fattencd upon the earnings of 
frugal industry. Let the night place its 
everlasting seal upon such scenes, and a 
brighter duy dawn open up before us.

This committee have had, and will have 
no conferences with the Committee of the 
House, but will act upon their own judg- 
ment. They have already authorized 
three bills to be reported, viz: 

1. A bill to organize the Territory of 
Arizonia. The name of this proposed 
Territory is thus changed from Arizona, 
on the suggestion of Gen. Jeff. Davis that 
the latter is a corruption of the former 
name. It was at one time thonght the 
better course to give this region only a 
District Court, Marshal and Surveyor- 
General, but subsequent examination de- 
monstrated the propriety of organizing a 
Territorial Government complete. 

2. A bill to organize the Territory of 
Jefferson (Pike’s Peak), and without any 
of the contest as to the uame detailed in 
the correspondence. The name of Jeffer- 
son being suggested, I am informed by 
the committee that no objection was 
made, aud the name adopted without a 
word of opposition. 

3. A bill amendatory of the act orga- 
nizing the Territory of Utah—by which 
the seat of government is to be removed 
from Salt Lake City to Carson Valley, 
and the name of the Territory changed 
from Utah to Nevada. The bill also 
makes the male population the sole basis 


of apportionment, and confines the elec-
